essential work on this program is being performed. Mr. John Parengosky 
approved the requirement on the basis of uncommitted plant rearrangement 
funds. 


The delivered price of the three scooters was $2,780.52, which 
stun was paid out of these uncommitted plant rearrangement funds. This 
price is $50.00 under standard unit price normally quoted for these 
scooters. Convair has purchased a number of these specific type, kind and 
make for use on other programs and has therefore, earned this commercial 
or fleet price.

Subject purchase order was placed for one (l) Areweld Rotary 
W* Furnace of 6 units with Kanthal windings for maximum temperature of 

2200 ° and with a Model $ 293-1013 Wheelco Capaciline Controller. The price 
of $7,025.00 was paid without additional funds being required. 

The item was purchased from the only firm currently producing 
a 6 position furnace of this special nature. There are certain claimed 
proprietary aspects incorporated in Areweld’ s design. The price paid is 
no higher than prices charged like customers for like items, it being a 
nationally advertised price. 

This furnace is being used for high temperature tensile, bearing, 
and shear tests on base metal, welded, brazed and fastened materials.
